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ALUMNI AWARD 
PRESENTED 


Walter C. MacKenzie, Executive Director of 
the Provincial Cancer Hospitals Board of 
Alberta and Professor Emeritus of Surgery at 
the University, will be presented the Univer- 
sity’s Alumni Golden Jubilee Award for 1976 
at Convocation on Friday, 28 May. 

Dr. MacKenzie served as Dean of Medicine 
from 1959 until 1974. Immediately after 
stepping down as Dean, he served as chairman 
of a provincial task force formed to investigate 
highway accidents and suicide in Alberta. In 
December of last year, he was appointed 
Executive Director of the Provincial Cancer 
Hospitals Board. Dr. MacKenzie also holds 
appointments as an adviser in surgery to the 
Director General of Treatment Services of the 
Federal Department of Veteran Affairs, as a 
member of the Editorial Board of the British 
Council to the Board of Regents of the 

rican College of Surgeons, and as a 
member of the Education Committee of the 
Royal College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Canada. He is also President of the Traffic 
Research Foundation of Canada. 

Born in Glace Bay, Nova Scotia, Dr. 
MacKenzie attended the Universities of 
Dalhousie, Minnesota, and McGill. Part of his 
internship was spent as a surgical first 
assistant at the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, New 
York. In 1950, after serving as a surgical 
consultant to the Royal Canadian Navy during 
the Second World War, he came to this 
University as a Professor of Surgery. During 
his career, he held an appointment as 
Honorary Surgeon to Her Majesty the Queen 
and in 1970 received the Medal of Service of 
the Order of Canada. He holds honorary 
degrees from three Canadian universities, was 
presented the Outstanding Achievement 
Award of the University of Minnesota, and is 
an Honorary Member or Fellow of medical 
colleges in various countries around the 
world. 

The Alumni Golden Jubilee Award, 
initiated in 1958, represents the highest honor 
the Alumni Association can bestow for 
meritorious service. It recognizes outstanding 
citizens, not necessarily alumni, who have 
¢ ‘ibuted to the welfare of the University. 
bv.uard S. Adler, President of the General 
Alumni Association, will present the award to 
Dr. MacKenzie. 
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Last Thursday, as part of the GAC-MAC conference, Associated Helicopters in collaboration 
with Mobile Augers and Research Ltd. demonstrated the flexibility of the helicopter- 
mobilized dry-auger Ranger drill in the Quad.

TWO MEDALS AWARDED 
AT GAC-MAC 


As part of the Geological Association of 
Canada and the Mineralogical Association of 
Canada meetings held last week, two medals 
were awarded to outstanding Canadian 
geoscientists. Robert John Wilson Douglas 
received the Logan Medal, and Harold 
Williams received the Past President’s Medal 
of the Geological Association of Canada. 
Dr. Douglas has been with the Geological 
Survey of Canada, and, after doing research 
in the petroleum-bearing regions of western 
Canada, he became head of the Regional 
Geology Division, responsible for geological 
investigations in the orogenically disturbed 
regions of Canada with known or potential 
mineral deposits. He has had a leading role 


in the compilation of numerous geological 
maps such as the Geological Map of Canada 
and the Geological Atlas of Canada. Dr. 
Douglas has also been a distinguished 
lecturer at the University of Toronto and at 
Queen’s and McGill Universities. 

Harold Williams, Professor at Memorial 
University of Newfoundland, is the leading 
authority on Canadian Appalachian geology. 
His recent research has focused on the 
transported rocks of the western Appalachians, 
particularly in western Newfoundland; he 
has determined the complex stacking order 
of the oceanic rocks that now rest upon 
rocks that formed the one-half billion year 
old continental margin of North America. 
Dr. Williams is now recognized as a foremost 
international expert on such transported 
oceanic rocks.

LIQUID SCINTILLATION 
SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 


The forthcoming International Conference on 
Liquid Scintillation Science and Technology 
will be held in Banff, Alberta, from 14 to 17 
June. It has been organized by L.I. Wiebe, C. 
Ediss, and A. Noujaim of the Faculty of 
Pharmacy and Pharmaceutical Sciences. This 
meeting will provide an opportunity for users 
of the Liquid Scintillation Technique to hear 
international authorities report on the most 
recent developments in this field. The abstracts 
of the research and review papers will be 
published by the International Journal of 
Applied Radiation and Isotopes, and the 
complete conference proceedings will be 
published as a bound volume by Academic 
Press. 

A series of plenary lectures on the following 
topics will be presented by internationally 
recognized authorities: “The mechanism of the 
liquid scintillation process” by D. Horrocks, 
Beckman Instruments, Fullerton, California; 
“Low level liquid scintillation counting” by 
H. Polach, Australian National University, 
Canberra, Australia; “The measurement of 
Cerenkov radiation with liquid scintillation 
spectrometers” by H. Ross, Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory, Oak Ridge, Tennessee; 
“Liquid scintillation counting of novel 
radionuclides” by J.A.B. Gibson, Harwell 
Establishment, United Kingdom, and 
“Bioluminescence” by P.E. Stanley, Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital, Adelaide, Australia. 

Interactive workshop and discussion sessions 
will take place between conference registrants 
and panel members with expertise in low 
background counting, data processing, 
instrument design, sample solubilization, 
chemiluminescence, oxidation techniques, 
adsorption in liquid scintillation counting, and 
standards. These sessions are intended to 
encourage the discussion of common problems 
and to allow current solutions to these 
problems to be shared. 

Instrument session panel members will 
include: B. Laney, Searle Instrumentaiton, 
Chicago; J. Noakes, University of Georgia, 


Atlanta; and P.E. Stanley, Queen Elizabet. 
Hospital, Adelaide, Australia. 

Sample preparation panel members will 
include: K. Painter, Colorado State University, 
Colorado; C.T. Peng, University of California, 
San Francisco; W. Kisieleski, Argonne

To prepare campus telephone users for 
Centrex on 18 July 1976, orientation ses 
will be held during June and early July.

E. OMOLOGIST RECEIVES 
C. GORDON HEWITT AWARD 


Bruce S. Heming, Associate Professor of 
Entomology, has been awarded the C. Gordon 
Hewitt Award for Outstanding Achievement 
in Canadian Entomology. The award is 
presented by the Entomological Society of 
Canada to entomologists under the age of 
forty. 

Dr. Heming has made a distinguished 
contribution to Canadian entomology by his 
detailed studies on the ontogeny, structure, and 
function of various organ systems in thrips 
and has achieved an admirable record as a 
teacher of general entomology, economic 
entomology, and insect development. 

Born in Ithaca, New York, Dr. Heming 
received his BSA in 1963 from the 
Ontario Agriculture College and his PhD in 
1968 from North Carolina State University, 
Raleigh. He has been with the Department 
of Entomology since 1968. 

Dr. Heming is the second recipient of the 
award named in honor of C. Gordon Hewitt 
who, before the age of thirty-five, had 
established the framework that was to regulate 
the development of entomology in the 
Canadian government service for over half a 
century. Formal presentation of the award will 
1 ade in October, when the Entomological 
Souety of Canada meets with the 
Entomological Society of Ontario in Toronto.

Le American Teaching Fellowships (LATF) 

Value: financial arrangements for each LATF position 
are worked out on an individual basis, depending on 
degrees of support from the host institutions, intern- 
ship payments, and other fellowship or research 
stipends. Average monthly income for 1976-77 Fellows 
will be between $600 and $1,000. Eligibility: preference 
is given to applicants who have completed doctoral or 
professional degrees and to doctoral candidates who 
have completed all degree requirements except the 
dissertation. There are no citizenship or age require- 
ments. In most cases selected candidates are required 
to write and speak the language of the country to which 
they are assigned, Duration: in most cases twenty-four 
months; however, both shorter and longer periods may 
also be granted. Conditions: LATF professors usually 
fulfill one of two functions: they replace a faculty 
member currently studying outside the host country, or 
they offer courses which otherwise would not be 
offered due to absence of necessary expertise and 
personnel. Some of the positions currently offered 
carry an “internship” component. This requires the 
Feliow to work approximately half-time for a 
corporation or public agency in the host country.
